However, Taguchi et al. teaches to generate an RGB masking signal to mask video data output from the diver 10, according to claims 
limitation. (See Fig. 14-15, items 12, 46, in description See Col. 7, Lines 56-57 and Col. 8, Lines 6-18). On the same and at the 
beginning of the next page Applicant's stated that one goal of the prefered embodiment is to control the packet signals to syncronize 
high-speed video signal. However, the claim limitation does not include a digital packet signal, but only following: " each driver IC 
includes a controller for generating a mask signal to mask vedeo data output from driver 10" (See Col. 7, Lines 56-67 in Taguchi et al. 
reference). 
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
